The  supply  line  and  village  lighting  system  have  been  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  plans  submitted,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$10,058.06  to  the  town.  This  is  $741.94  less  than  the  amount 
asked  for  last  March  meeting  and  represents  the  money  saved 
by  your  committee  in  consequence  of  buying  the  materials 
direct  and  having  the  work  performed  under  their  direction  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Keene  Gas  &  Electric  Co.  We 
hoped  that  we  should  have  forty  subscribers  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year  and  we  therefore  are  much  pleased  to  announce  that 
Feb.  1st  finds  us  with  forty-eight  meters  installed,  as  well  as 
several  more  jobs  which  will  be  under  way  during  the  next 
month."  We  made  a  three  year  lighting  contract  with  Keene 
Gas  &  Electric  Company  and  have  received  rebate  amounting 
to  $398.38  to  Feb.  1st.  1922.  We  herewith  submit  account  for 
the  construction  of  supply  line  and  village  lighting  system.

SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 

To  THE  School  Board  of  Hancock: 

Herewith  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  my  third  annual 
report  on  the  condition  of  your  schools. 

Teachers 

As  the  most  vital  factor  in  a  school  is  the  teacher:  the  selection 
and  retention  of  good  teachers  becomes  a  pressing  problem. 
However  favorable  other  conditions  are  for  school  work,  if  the 
soul  of  the  school  is  lacking,  a  teacher  enthusiastic  in  her  work, 
and  inbued  with  a  love  for  childhood,  the  life  has  gone  out  of 
that   school. 

With  the  exception  of  Miss  Welch  in  the  primary  room  in 
the  village,  Hancock  suffers  almost  a  complete  turnover  in  its 
teaching  force  every  year.  This  condition  is  not  desirable  and 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  remedy  it.  In  order  to  accom- 
plish anything  definite,  of  course,  the  source  of  the  difficulty 
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must  be  sought.  In  all  probability  the  condition  in  Hancock 
in  this  respect  is  not  more  serious  than  in  many  New  Hampshire 
communities,  still  we  cannot  console  ourselves  with  this  thought, 
but  must  endeavor  to  make  the  condition  better  than  in  other 
places  so  far  as  it  is  within  our  power  to  do  this. 

In  one  or  two  instances  in  the  High  School  teachers  have  left 
for  positions  that  pay  more.  Of  course,  this  will  always  be  the 
case  to  a  certain  extent,  because  larger  communities  are  able 
to  offer  more  in  salary.  This  is  not  a  serious  difficulty,  however, 
because  Hancock  pays,  on  the  whole,  as  much  as  the  average 
community  of  its  size.  To  my  mind  one  of  the  most  important 
considerations  affecting  the  retention  of  teachers  in  Hancock  is 
the  living  conditions  with  which  they  have  to  contend.  It  has 
been  a  very  difficult  matter  to  find  suitable  boarding  places  for 
them.  At  times  tlie  only  possible  place  where  they  could  get 
board  and  room  has  been  either  one  or  the  other  of  the  hotels. 
Hotel  life  does  not  appeal  to  the  great  majority  of  people  and 
teachers  are  no  exception  to  this  attitude.  They  have  a  right 
to  expect,  I  believe,  a  comfortable  boarding  place,  with  a  warm 
room,  nourishing  food,  and  the  congenial  atmosphere  of  a  home. 
These  are  the  things  that  will  make  a  teacher  contented  in  her 
work  and  want  to  return  to  it.  I  very  much  hope  that  families 
that  can  will  see  their  way  clear  to  open  their  homes  to  teachers, 
and  provide  a  home  for  them.  This  will  be  absolutely  necessary 
if  we  are  to  secure  and  retain  competent  teachers. 

One  of  the  very  first  questions  a  teacher  asks  when  she  is 
considering  a  position  is,  "What  about  a  boarding  place?" 
If  you  have  to  tell  her  that  she  will  have  to  board  at  a  hotel, 
no  matter  how  good  it  may  be,  or  that  she  will  have  to  board 
at  one  place  and  room  at  another,  the  position  naturally  loses 
much  of  its  attraction  for  her.  This  is  a  question  that  the  people 
of  the  community  must  consider. 

With  the  exception  already  noted  all  teachers  w^ere  new  to 
their  position  in  Sept.  In  the  High  School  there  have  been  two 
changes  in  the  force  during  the  year.  They  are  all  now  working 
faithfully  and  I  feel  that  good  results  are  being  secured. 

Repairs 

During  the  summer  and  fall  necessary  repairs  have  been  made 
on  the  village  school  building.  In  the  two  rooms  additional 
windows  have  been  put  in,  so  that  the  lighting  now  is  entirely 
adequate,  and  meets  the  standard  set  by  the  state.  New  win- 
dow shades,  of  a  very  approved  type,  have  been  put  up.  The 
walls  have  been  tinted,  much  of  the  woodwork  varnished,  and 
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the    floors   oiled.      Altogether   the   rooms    present    a   very    at- 
tractive appearance,  and  are  well  adapted  to  school  work. 

There  is  one  more  thing,  however,  that  should  be  provided 
before  the  equipment  of  the  rooms  is  entirely  satisfactory.  I 
refer  to  the  seats  and  desks,  especially  in  the  primary  room. 
Those  in  use  now  are  of  the  old  non-adjustable  type,  and  most 
of  them  are  entirely  too  large.  The  childrens'  feet  will  not 
touch  the  floor,  and  the  distance  from  the  seat  to  the  top  of 
the  desk  is  such  that  the  children,  when  writing,  have  to  sit 
with  their  arms  elevated  too  high  for  comfort.  The  use  of  such 
desks  and  seats  is  not  only  fatiguing  to  the  children  but  it  also 
has  a  very  bad  effect  on  their  physical  well  being.  It  compels 
them  to  sit  in  an  unnatural  position,  and  often  times  deformities 
of  the  bones  and  muscles  result.  New,  adjustable  seats  and  desks 
should  be  provided  so  that  each  child  may  have  one  that  can 
be  adjusted  exactly  to  his  size.  The  expense  involved  would 
not  be  great  and  the  benefits  resulting  to  the  children  would  be 
marked.  I  hope  that  the  district  will  consider  this  matter 
seriously  and  make  provision  to  remedy  it. 

Health    Work 

All  the  children  in  the  schools  were  examined  by  a  physician 
last  spring  and  notices  of  defects  sent  to  parents.  My  attention 
has  not  been  called  to  any  cases  where  these  notices  have  brought 
any  results  in  the  way  of  remedial  action.  This  is  the  one  great 
defect  in  the  present  system  of  health  work.  There  is  no  follow 
up,  and  the  matter  is  usually  dropped  with  the  discovery  of 
the  defect.  For  effective  health  work  among  the  children  a 
nurse  is  needed,  working  under  the  direction  of  the  School 
Board,  and  giving  her  entire  time  to  the  needs  of  the  school 
children.  It  has  been  proposed  that  this  supervisory  union 
employ  a  nurse,  each  district  paying  its  proportionate  amount 
of  the  expense,  and  the  nurse  to  give  a  corresponding  amount 
of  time  to  the  work  in  that  district.  She  could  make  the  annual 
inspection  of  the  children,  and,  in  addition,  her  business  would 
be  to  look  after  the  physical  welfare  of  the  children  in  general, 
and  in  particular,  advising  parents  as  to  proper  care,  and  at- 
tending to  their  physical  welfare  in  a  multitude  of  ways.  Nor 
is  this  an  expense  that. cannot  properly  be  assumed  by  the 
schools.  The  mental  development  of  children  depends  in  a  large 
measure  upon  their  physical  condition.  If  the  latter  is  at  a  low 
ebb  it  is  impossible  for  the  child  to  make  proper  mental  progress, 
and  if  the  home  does  not  assume  the  responsibility  of  proper 
care,  either  through  indifference  or  ignorance,  it  is  necessary 
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that  the  school  do  so.  It  is  hoped  that  that  article  in  the  warrant 
looking  to  the  employment  of  a  nurse  shall  be  carefully  considered 
with  these  ends  in   view. 

High    School 

The  work  in  the  Hi  gh  School,  after  being  somewhat  handicap- 
ped by  necessary  changes  in  teachers  in  the  fall  is  now  making 
satisfactory  progress.  The  work  in  Agriculture  has  been  re- 
duced one  fifth,  and  the  time  thus  gained  put  upon  other  sub- 
jects. State  approval  of  the  school  has  been  granted  for  the 
current    year. 

The  great  problem  of  the  school  at  present  is,  of  course> 
financial.  With  the  great  increase  in  the  cost  of  education  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years,  the  financing  of  the  school  has  become 
increasingly  difficult.  The  generous  response  of  the  community 
to  the  appeal  of  the  trustees  has  made  the  school  this  year  poss- 
ible. Can  we  expect  it  to  continue  on  this  financial  basis?  No 
one,  I  am  sure,  would  want  to  see  the  school  discontinued.  At 
the  present  time  we  have  approximately  30  in  the  four  years  of 
the  senior  school.  If  there  were  no  High  School  in  Hancock 
perhaps  not  more  than  a  third  of  that  number  would  be  in  an 
outside  High  School.  By  maintaining  the  present  school  prob- 
ably three  times  as  many  children  receive  the  benefit  of  a  High 
School  education  as  would  otherwise  be  the  case.  Those  who 
are  standing  by  the  school,  and  giving  of  their  time  and  money 
to  its  support  can  justly  feel  proud  of  what  it  is  doing  for  the 
young  people  of  the  community. 

Attendance 

The  attendance  for  the  year  ending  in  June  1921  was  much 
better  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  per  cent  of  attendance 
was  94.1,  an  increase  of  2.5%.  There  is  also  a  drop  in  the  num- 
ber of  tardiness,  from  233  to  131.  One  school,  however,  did  not 
report  on  tardiness.  Also  the  enrollment  was  16  more  than 
during  the  preceeding  year,  being  124  compared  to  108.  The 
data  for  the  year  may  be  found  in  the  statistical  table  appended. 

The   Work   in   General 

There  are  certain  phases  of  school  work  that  may  be  called 
fundamental.  Among  these  are,  the  ability  to  handle  the  com- 
mon operations  in  Arithmetic  with  facility;  the  accurate  spelling 
of  all  words  in  common  every  day  use;  the  acquiring  of  a  free 
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legible  style  of  hand  writing,  and  the  ability  to  express  ones 
self,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  in  a  clear,  effectiveandgrammati- 
cal  way.  These  things  the  school  must  teach,  and  these  are 
the  things  we  are  trying  to  emphasize.  Of  course,  many  other 
things  must  be  done,  and  they  are  essential  to  the  full  develop- 
ment of  the  child,  and  these  are  not  being  neglected. 

Music  is  being  taught  to  all  t  le  pupils  in  both  the  High  and 
Elementary  grades.  This  is  a  subject  that  has  become  firrrily 
established  in  all  good  schools  where  it  is  possible  to  give  it, 
and  has  become  a  part  of  the  all  round  development  of  the  child. 
It  not  only  has  great  cultural  value  but  oftentimes  it  is  the 
means  of  opening  faculties  for  the  child  that  were  not  known  to 
exist.  President  Emeritus  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  says  that  of  all 
the  subjects  good  for  training  the  mind  Music  stands  at  the 
head  of  the  list. 

As  an  aid  to  the  work  in  rnusic  a  good  victrola  with  a  number  of 
good  records  would  be  of  inestimable  value.  And  not  to  music 
alone,  but  in  other  subjects  as  well  is  this  instrument  of  distinct 
value.  The  time  is  coming  when  all  schools  will  have  a  victrola 
as  a  part  of  its  regular  equipment. 

Drawing,  patriotism,  nature,  all  p^ay  their  part  in  the  .ed- 
ucation of  the  chiM,  but  they  must  be  in  addition  to  and  be- 
come a  part  of  the  things  mentioned  at  first. 

To  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  toward  this  end  we  wou'd  hearti'y 
invite  the  cooperation  of  a^^  interested  in  the  schools.

$10.  Therefor  cost  of  these  repairs  was  $491.65;  $200.00  was

New  curtains  have  been  purchased  for  the  two  school 
rooms  in  No.    1.
